nal warehouses and p latforms. To the 
east of the house are the ends of 
track s which can go no further on ac­ 
count of it. If the tiny p iece of land, 
could be secured It would mean the 
handling* of hundreds of tons more 
freight in a day In a badly congested 
district. 
The land on whi^h the building 
stands was given to the Daughters of 
the American 
Revolution 
by 
Mrs. 
Mary E. Schenley twelve years ago. 
Later, the rest of the block wa^ ob­ 
tained by the Pennsylvania railroad 
for a freight terminal, demanded by 
the commercial interests of Pittsburg. 
The suit just thrown out of court was 
brought by the D. A. R. to enjoin the

never op ened. The court has decided 
that the Daughters have no rights as 
to “O’H ara avenue.^’ 
Everybody realizes that the block 
house is a valuable historic relic and 
ought to be p reserved ; only the D. A. 
R. hold the op inion that the real p ur­ 
p ose of p reservation would not be bet 
ter achieved by having this remnant 
of p re-revolutionary days removed tc^ 
some environment more suitable tha i 
a freight yard.
